With so many members 
of the class. I can’t answer every 
question that you send. The Ask 
Elouise letters will answer as 
many questions as possible that are 
relevant to the entire class. 

The most common question I re- 
ceive every week relates to 
whether a particular person is in- 
cluded in this settlement. Unfortu- 
nately, I do not have that informa- 
tion. The settlement agreement 
provides general guidelines (see 
also http://cobellsettlement.com/ 
press/faq.php ). but I also under- 
stand that many of you have 


unique or unusual circumstances, 
which make it unclear to me 
whether you are included in the 
settlement class. For those of you 
who still have questions, I recom- 
mend that you register to receive 
all Court-ordered communications 
to ensure you do not miss impor- 
tant information. There is no need 
to register if you are receiving a 
quarterly IIM statement. The 
Court ultimately will determine 
who is included in this settle- 
ment. Registration information 
can be found at the end of this and 
every Ask Elouise letter. 

The deadline for Congress to enact 
legislation has been extended by 
order of the district court to May 
28. 2010 and many beneficiaries 
also have asked how they can con- 
tribute to a successful resolution of 
this case. I always have said that 
you need to call or write your 
Senators and Representatives in 
Congress to let them know how 
you feel about the settlement. We 
have now uploaded a form letter 
that you can update with your 
representatives’ information and 
send to them.

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Sequel to “Lost Ioway” 

History was made in downtown Los Angeles when 
the award-winning documentary Lost Motion: The 
Ioway made its West Coast debut and brought 
together for the first time members of the loway 
Nations of the Midwest and the Los Angeles’ 
GabrielinoTongva Nation. 

A journey into America’s Native past and present. 
Lost Nation: The loway tells the nearly forgotten 
story of the small Iow'ay Tribe that once claimed 
the territory between the Missouri and Mississippi 
Rivers, from Pipestone, Minnesota to St. 

Louis. The quest for survival in the past became a 
struggle to retain a unique Native American 
culture and language in the present. 

Filmmakers Kelly and Tammy Rundle were 
invited to present Iowa)' by “Bringing the Circle 
Together" organizer Lorin Morgan-Richards who 
believed the story of the loway had parallels w ith 
the story of the original inhabitants of the Los 
Angeles basin, the Tongva Nation. 

The special event honored the Iow a Tribe of 
Oklahoma, The Iowa Tribe of Kansas and Ne- 
braska , and the Gabrielino/Tongva Nation. The 
loway Tribes w ere welcomed by the Tongva 
people w ith a song and prayer. Ioway Tribal Elder 
Joyce Big Soldier Miller, with the assistance of 
2010 loway Tribal Princess Shayla Scott Miller, 
represented the Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma and 
presented gifts to the Tongva Nation. 

Southern Ioway Powwow Chairman Bob Murray, 
Jr. and son Dakota Bear Murray presented a 
Buffalo, Hoop, and friendship dance to a packed 
house. The Northern Ioway were represented by 
Tribal Members Sarita McGowan and Annie 
Assefa A total of 25 low ay Tribal Members from 
attended the screening event from California and 
Oklahoma, along with Native people from many 
nations and the public. A Q&A discussion with 
the Rundles, Southern Ioway Tribal Elder Joyce 
BigSoldier Miller and Northern Ioway Tribal 
Member Sarita McGowan followed the one-hour 
documentary. 

The Los Angeles event followed a celebratory 
100 ,h showing of the film at Black Hawk State 
Historic Site in Rock Island , Illinois that drew a 
capacity crowd of over 350 attendees; 40-50 
people had to be turned away when all seats were 
filled.

i Hello, to all Tribal members and non- 
members. The Water Pollution Control 
Program has finished out its second quar- 
ter (Feb.-April) for the new grant year. 
Every quarter I will be updating you, as a 
whole on the status of the program. In 
February, OES collected the 1 st quarter 
water samples that had to be rescheduled 

% due to inclement weather. February had 
no additional sampling scheduled but 
sampling continued into March and April, 
where monthly sampling was set to begin. 
March and April’s sampling tests revealed 
a high quantity of bacteria. This limit is 
contributed by the change in weather, rise 
in temperate and movement of streams. 
The heavy raining has caused some minor 
creek bed erosion and high volumes of 
turbidity for all creeks sampled by OES. 
Due to the high volume of bacteria in the 

U creeks, it would be wise to refrain from 
body contact or recreational activities 
until further notice. The 3 rd quarter sam- 
pling will begin May 1, 2010. Creeks 
assessments will be conducted along with 
Macroinvertebrate sampling and Fishing 
sampling. WPC has a full schedule 
planned for the 3 rd quarter and will update 
the community on the results at the end of 
that quarter. 

During this 2 nd quarter of the 
WPC Program, OES offered a tremen- 
dous job opportunity funded by the BIA. 

i 
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One person was to be chosen to attend 
one month training in Las Cruces, New 
Mexico at the New Mexico State Univer- 
sity on water quality that initially takes a 
college degree to fulfill, but with such 
training, one person can learn in a matter 
of one month. We unfortunately had very 
few applicants for the position and volun- 
teer work plus time and effort were asked 
of all applicants. We are glad to announce 
that Colleen Butler was chosen to attend 
the BIA Water Resources Training Pro- 
gram. Congratulations! 

In April OES was awarded a 
grant that will provide training to enter 
our water quality data into a new EPA 
database, WQX, and a selected contractor 
will maintain the tribal database for the 
tribes in our partnership (Sac & Fox Na- 
tion and Kickapoo Tribe). The FY 2010 
Exchange Network grant will help the 
Iowa Tribe and partner tribes in water 
quality and data collection. The grant 
amount of $252,242,000 was awarded and 
will help provide training for all included 
parties. Vickie Kujawa and I will be the 
“HUB” of the entire grant. Gold Systems 
and the Region 8 Peer Trainer network 
will arrange meetings with us, and I will 
be peer training our partnering tribes on 
the databases as needed. Vickie Kujawa is 
working to set up a multi-regional pro- 
posal that will provide a mechanism to 
enter Macroinvertebrate data, ESRI map- 
ping, and habitat assessment data. Vickie 
and I will head the habitat assessment tool 


once the proposal is approved, which will 
be a huge occurrence because it will be 
the first multi-regional multi-tribal agree- 
ment ever! Vickie and I have been asked 
to present our Tribal Partnership at the 
next year’s conference. We are both look- 
ing forward to this and hope to have the 
support of all the tribal members and non- 
members. 

We are still continuing work on 
a Non-Point Source grant to help with the 
degradation of our streams. Trainings plus 
time and effort are essential to getting a 
grant of this type, but overall this would 
open up possible jobs for tribal members 
in the environmental field. We are excited 
about learning more and doing the proper 
actions in applying for the NPS grant. 
Once we have completed all the require- 
ments the Water Pollution Control pro- 
gram will be a stronger asset to the Tribe 
as well as its members and staff.

All tests have 
confirmed that our drinking 
water is safe. 

There are also going to be 
some changes to the well 
sites over the next few 
years. Several upgrades to 
the system have been ap- 
proved by the Indian Health 
Service, who will oversee 
the construction of these 
upgrades. This will make 
the water system more effi- 
cient, and allow for expan- 
sion due to an increased 
availability of water.

Hello to all! There have 
been some changes with the 
Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma’s 
water system over the last 
few months. Ron Osbum, 
the long time manager of 
the water system retired in 
February, and Ken Knight 
has taken over operation of 
the water system. Ken 
originally came to work for 
the Tribe as the Agriculture 
Specialist. 

One of the other changes is 
that the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) has 
changed the guidelines for 
testing of groundwater 
wells. In times past, the 
test for bacteria was done 
every quarter, but has been 
upgraded to a monthly test. 
We have been carrying out 
those tests for the past two 
months. The tests are util- 
ized to detect any possible
